STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 


Centenary  College  believes  that  the  extra-cur¬ 
ricula  activities  of  its  students  constitute  an  import¬ 
ant  part  of  their  education.  Every  activity  is 
stressed  in  its  season.  All  activities  are  under  the 
control  of  the  faculty,  and  are  directed  by  coaches, 
faculty  members,  chosen  with  especial  reference  to 
their  interest  in  the  phase  committed  to  them. 

Success  under  the  highest  ethical  standards  and 
governing  rules  is  the  objective.  Student-groups, 
teams,  and  scholarship  fraternities  and  societies 
have  made  a  record  during  the  past  few  years  that 
seems  to  justify  the  efforts  put  forth. 

ATHLETICS 

Football,  baseball,  basketball,  tennis  and  track 
teams  are  maintained  for  men  students.  Tennis, 
basketball,  and  volley-ball  teams  are  maintained 
for  the  women  students. 

In  the  past  few  years,  the  football  team,  play¬ 
ing  association  and  inter-associational  games,  has 
a  winning  percentage  of  approximately  85  per  cent. 
An  even  break  in  basketball,  a  70  per  cent  win  in 
baseball,  and  a  creditable  showing  in  track,  are  the 
results  in  these  activities.

The  National  Peace  Oratorical  Contest — 1922- 
1927.  Centenary’s  representatives  won  four  first 
places,  and  two  second  places,  competing  with  other 
college  and  university  members  in  its  region. 

DEBATING 

Louisiana  Beta  Chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta,  Na¬ 
tional  Honorary  Forensic  Society  at  Centenary,  has 
won  11  and  lost  5  major  debates.  These  debates

Twice  in  the  past  six  years 
Centenary  College  has  furnished  the  Chairman  of 
the  Southern  Student  Field  Council,  the  Executive 
body  for  all  college  Y.  M.  C.  A.’s  in  ten  southern 
states.  It  has  also  furnished  two  members  of  the 
National  Student  Council  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the 
controlling  body  of  College  Y’s  throughout  the 
United  States.

The  Glee  Club,  Choral  Club,  Mixed  Chorus,  Or¬ 
chestra,  and  Band  furnish  training  for  more  than 
100  musically-inclined  students.  These  organiza¬ 
tions  have  been  recognized  as  occupying  places  of 
first  rank. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  instructors  in  Ex¬ 
pression  and  Public  Speech,  the  Dramatic  Club  has 
been  both  active  and  successful  in  its  work.
